On September 2, 1968, SAS of the FBI observed 
approximately thirty demonstrators across the street from 
the reviewing stand where Vice-President Humphrey v;as sit- 
ting at Forty Second Street and Fifth Avenue. The demon- 
strators chanted slogans of "Peace Now", "Keil Kamphrey", 
and "Daiip the Hump". Some of the signs carried by the 
pickets read as follov/s:

The demonstrators left the area at approximately 
12:00 noon, after the,. Vice-President had left the reviewing 
stand. * ' 


At anproximately 11:00 AM, as a parade unit identified 
as members of Local 40 .Iron Workers marched by the reviewing 
stand, one member of the unit raised a sign reflecting "God 
'Bless Oaley'.'. Some anti-war demonstrators heckled the marchers 
and threw leaflets at them. Approximately twenty marchers broke 
ranks and v;ent after the hecklers. The New York City Police 
Department (I'lYCPD) immediately controlled the crowd and one 
demonstrator was taken away, .but was not arrested. 

Leaflets were passed out along Fifth Avenue, the 
route of march, announcing that- demonstrators would march in 
the parade with "Anti-War Local Number 65" and that a "t€ach- 
in" v;ould be held at Central Park sponsored by New York Begion- 
al of Students for a Democratic Society (SD3) and the Columbia 
Strike Coordinating Committee (CSCC) of Columbia University. 

A xerox copy of the aforementioned leaflet is attached hereto 
which was obtained by an SA of the FBI.

In May, 1968, a confidential source 

advised that the CSCC was dominated by SD3.

SA3 observed approxii.ately two hundred demonstrators 
join District 65, Retail Wholesale Department Store Union (R'WDSU) 
at the assembly point of 28th Street and Lexington Avenue at 
approximately 2:00 PM. Observed in the crowd was Paul 0’Dv;yer, 
candidate for United States Senate, who greeted members of the 
Union and demonstrators. At the assembly point, one spokesman 
for the demonstrators announced that no anti-war or anti-Humphrey 
sighs were to be carried and that all were to march in an orderly 
manner. The spokesman further announced ^that members of the 
W.E.B Du Bois Club were in the group.

A leaflet was obtained by an SA of the FBI entitled 
"Labor Power" and signed by -t^ne V/.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of New 
York.

The unit joined the parade at approximately *+:00 PM, 
and marched up Fifth Avenue to the Central Park area. The 
parade was terminated at that time due to a heavy rain. Ap-
